Washington, April 27.—Participa- 
tion by the United States in a perma- 
nent court of international justice 
was advocated tonight by Secretary 
Ilughes in an address' before the 
American Society of International 
Law as indispensable to any plan for 
the prevention of war and the pro- 
motion of peace. 

“Whatever else we should have,”

world court the secretary cited the re- 
quirement of the nation for such a 
tribunal as a means of disposing of 
“its own controversies” and judicially 
ndjusting international disputes.

However, the silver situation has
